The Most Important Points of a Good
Dairy Cow's Body.
The dalry type of cattle shows a

CLOCK WITH 20 DIALS.

Tells Time All Over the World and
Gives Day and Date.

San Diego, Cal, has a wonderful
clock with twenty dials which tell
simultanecusly the time in all parts
of the world, also the days of the
week and the date and month. It
stands twenty-one feet high and four
of its dials are each four feet In dia-
meter.

The master clock is enclosed In
plate glass, says Popular Mechanics,
g0 that every action can be seen, and
the whole is {lluminated every night.
It Is jewelled with tourmaline, topaz,
agate and jade and took fifteen
months to bulld, The motive power
Is a 200 pound weight, which winds
Itzalf automatically. The cost of the
clock was §$3,000.

Electricity Round a Corner.

A curibns experiment with an elee-
tric  discharge conducted round a
rightangled corner is deseribed by
Prof. Francis I2. Nipher., The cormer
was formed in bending sharply the
eonducting  wire. A photographis
e, onclased o a hard rubber hold-
or was placed under the wire in such
4 weoy tuat the discharge would de-
seend toward it, then turn at a rlght
wintle, and npass horlzontally above It
It was found that when a negative
dlacharge paseed down Lhe wire to the
agle the electrical particles kept
a'rnight on their way instead of turn-
irg, penetrated the rubber cover pnd
tffected the enclosed plate. But when
the discharge was positive no such ef-
fect was produced. The current ap-
parently turned the right-angled cor-
ner without, so to speak, shooting off
a4l the bend.
